Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Mr. Meikle argued that the specification provides experimental data, which establishes unexpected synergism. Mr. 
Meikle pointed out that formula II compounds are fairly similar in structure and narrow in range, so the specification 
data should be probative for the scope of the claim-recited formula II. Moreover, Mr. Meikle argued that claims 2 and 3 
are even narrower than claim 1 , so the argument of probative data is even stronger with respect to claims 2 and 3. The 
Examiner stated that formula II compounds, in particular the compounds of claims 2 and 3, are known fungicides. The 
specification data shows tests wherein compounds of formula are tested at non-effective, non-fungicidal concentrations 
or rates. However, the claims are wide-open as to rates and concentrations. Therefore, the Examiner explained, the 
claims are not commensurate in scope with that of applicant's objective evidence. Applicant has not established that 
data wherein formula II compounds are used at non-effective and non-fungicidal concentrations or amounts would be 
similar to data wherein formula II compounds are used at their known, fungicidal concentrations or amounts. Mr. 
Meikle also stated that the stick figure on the 2-position of the pyridine ring is actually supposed to be CI instead of the 
presumed CH3 (presumed because blank stick figure is a notation of CH3 under standard formula writing convention). 
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
